Don't just throw book at students 


‘Talk about a difficult situation. 

As schools — and the world in general — struggle to win the 
war on drugs, sometimes drastic rules must be enforced. 

No one doubts the importance of drug awareness. Although 
winning the war for the adult generation may be a lost cause, 
there is still time to make a difference with today’s children. 

Yet we.are concerned that school districts — including Granite 
City #9 — may be taking things too far. 

After recent incidents where young children were given harsh 
suspensions for carrying over-the-counter medications, we would 
like area school districts to take a second look at their policies. 

Not to dissolve them totally, but to modify them in regards to 
age and legality of the substance. 

If a high school student is caught with illegal drugs, they 
should be immediately suspended. Ten days sounds fair in this 
instance, and drug counseling should also follow. If that same 
student is caught with an over-the-counter medication — still 
against most schools’ policy but not nearly as serious — then a 
lesser suspension is warranted, followed by a policy review with 
the teacher, student and parent or guardian 

If a middle or junior high school student is caught with illegal 
drugs, a slightly milder suspension, say five to seven days, 
might be appropriate; but with stern counseling to follow. If the 
student is caught with over-the-counter medications, three days 
would be fair, followed by a policy review. 

If an elementary school student is caught with illegal drugs, 
three days of suspension would be enough, followed by the 
appropriate counseling. Finally, if an elementary school student 
is found to have over-the-counter medication in his/her posses- 
sion, a one-day suspension is plenty, followed by the policy 
review 

‘Of course, in all instances, repeated offenses must be treated 
with increasing severity. 

Should all medications pass through the nurse’s office? Not 
necessarily. Teachers — although very busy already. — could 
help with over-the-counter drugs in their rooms; while the nurse 
‘could keep any prescription medication in her office. Maybe 
school administrators could pitch in as well 

The school systems’ goals are commendable: They don’t want 
any drugs or medications in the hands of the students. But a 
blanket policy covering children from the age of 5 to 18 is 
unfair. 

Treat each situation separately, and try talking to the student 
before blindly suspending him/her for 10 days often a ridicu- 
lous time. 

Most students are good kids. Treat them as such. But in the 
interim, keep fighting drug use. We feel it’s possible to do both

SIVE enrollment rises this semester 


Enrollment at Southern Illi 
nois University at Edwards- 
ville is up slightly for the 
spring semester with a total of 
10,540 students, compared with 
10,508 a year ago. 

Christa Oxford, acting assis- 
tant vice chancellor for enroll- 
ment management, said there 
was -a significant ‘increase in 
full-time enrollment, a 3.6 per- 
cent gain of 235 students to a 
total of 6,803.

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Question of funding for home will be on March 17 primary ballot 


By Paul Mackie 
Telegraph staff writer 


The basic questions for voters on the March 
17 primary ballot will be: 

Do they think Madison County should provide 
a combined nursing and shelter-care home for 
meedy people, and do they want to use tax 
dollars for it? 

The obvious next question is: How much will 
it cost in taxes? 

@ answer to that is: Not too much — less 
than $15 a year for the owner of an average- 
price home in the county, according to calcula- 
tions. 

Madison County Director of Administration 
James Monday provides the following analysis 
of the situation: 

Taxes are based on real estate value. The 
average market value of a home in Madison 
County is $60,000, which means the,home would 
be assessed at $20,000. 

The nursing home proposal calls for a maxi- 
mum tax increase of 5 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation, or $9.01 per year for some- 
one living in a home that’s assessed at $20,000. 

Those taxes would go to operating expenses 

Madison County is proposing to combine its

antiquated nursing home and shelter-care home 
into a single new facility. General obligation 
bonds would have to be issued by. the county, 
which would cost the taxpayer cited in the 
example above $5.41 annually, based on the 
current bond rate. 

All this means that the total amount of taxes 
paid annually by a WE SAS whose home is 
assessed at $20,000 will a maximum $24.42, 
or less. 

Taxpayers with homes assessed at $20,000 
currently pay $10 a year for the nursing home- 
shelter care tax. 

In 1986, the tax originally was authorized at 
2.5 cents. That same year, there was a propos 
al on the ballot to issue bonds to build another 
facility, but it was defeated 


In 1988, the Madison County Board authorized 
a referendum for an increase to 5 cents annual- 
zs 

There has not been a tax increase since. The 
tax increase proposal on this year’s ballot will 
be a maximum of 5 cents, but probably will be 
more like 2 or 3 cents, Monday Said
